Remember certain prescribed 
drugs, medicines, foods, cosmetics 
and plant materials can also make 
people more sensitive to sunlight. 


The heat can affect anyone, but 
some people run a greater risk of 
serious harm, especially the very 
young, older people and those with 
serious illnesses. 


16. Stay tuned to the weather 
forecast and plan ahead with 
supplies - think of elderly 
neighbours who may need help 
with supplies. 


17. Identify the coolest room in the 
house to cool down or sleep in. 


Coping with sunburn 


Sunburn is when your skin overheats 
and becomes red and painful and 
may later peel or blister. 


It can make heart and respiratory 
problems worse and in extreme 
cases can lead to heat stroke, which 
can be fatal. 


18. People with respiratory problems 
should stay inside during the 
hottest part of the day. 


To stay safe: 


Most skin cancers are caused by 
damage from sunburn and could 
easily be prevented. 


If you get sunburn: 


1 . 


Apply sunblocks or sunscreens 
with high sun protection factors 
(at least factor 15). 


• Cool the skin down by dabbing 
it with a cool, wet towel or 
tissue. 


10. Keep an eye on children, 
vulnerable friends and 
neighbours. 


I 2. 


Take extra care with children - 
use factor 30 plus. For babies 
use factor 50 plus. 


• If really bad, take a quick cold 
shower. 


11. Keep plenty of water to hand 
and stay in the shade where 
possible. 


3. 


Apply generously and reapply 
frequently, especially after 
activities such as swimming or 
towelling. 


• Don't go back into the sun until 
you've healed. 


• Drink plenty of fluids to replace 
the water lost through sweating 
and to cool down. 


12. Shut and shade windows when 
it is hotter outside and open 
them for ventilation when 
cooler.

Wear a wide-brimmed hat to 
reduce exposure to the face, 
eyes, head and neck. 


Apply calamine or after-sun 
lotion. 


13. Avoid doing things that need 
lots of effort like sport, DIY or 
gardening. 


5 . 


Limit the amount of time you 
spend in the sun, particularly 
between 11am and 3pm. 


For adults, painkillers such as 
paracetamol or ibuprofen can 
help relieve pain and reduce 
swelling. 


14. People with serious health 
problems (for example heart 
conditions), should avoid going 
out in the heat, especially 
between 11am and 3pm.

PENNY-pinching council chiefs are 
refusing to install parking 
machines that give change, claim¬ 
ing new ticket terminals would 
pose a health and safety risk to car 
park users. 

Medway Council operates 120 machines 
across the towns. Not one offers change, mean¬ 
ing motorists without the correct coins are 
often forced to pay over the odds. 

Council bosses say machines giving change 
are too large, taking up “a large percentage of 
the path”, and would be a target for thieves 
and vandals. 

But the claims have been attacked by motor¬ 
ing groups. The Association of British Drivers’ 
Nigel Humphries said: “It’s disgraceful. Local 
authorities put charges at awkward amounts, 
such as £1.05 instead of £1, which can guaran¬ 
tee to get a bit more money out of someone. 

“At the very least the amount should be a 
round number. 

“It’s a nasty trick. Even making you put your 
licence plate number in the machine is antiso¬ 
cial, because you can’t give your ticket to some¬ 
one else if you leave early. 

“There’s not much courtesy left in Britain 
and the little there is is being destroyed be 
mean-spirited local authorities. Everything 
they do is aimed at making drivers feel guilty.” 

But a Medway Council official said: 
“Machines in car parks and on the street can-

Arrested - for 
being too tall 


A PHOTOGRAPHER has 
been arrested under the 
Prevention of Terrorism Act 
for being 'too talf. 

Amateur snapper Alex Turner was 
in Chatham High Street when he was 
handcuffed and carted off to a police 
van before finally being officially 
released. 

Writing on his blog, Mr Turner 
explained how the scandal started 
and how it ended with him submit¬ 
ting an official complaint to the 
force’s Professional Standards 
Department. 

He said: “I went down to Chatham 
High Street to take some pictures of 
the flyover being demolished.” 

Vigilant 

In his complaint, he wrote that on 
July 8, a police officer “placed me 
under arrest in Chatham High Street. 

“The officer stated I was being 
arrested under section 44 of the 
Prevention of Terrorism Act 2000 and 
read me my rights. As I was arrested 
I was handcuffed. I asked why she 
had arrested me. 

“She stated because I had taken a 
photograph of her and that she con¬ 
sidered this to be an unlawful 
obstruction. I was detained in a 
police van for around 20 minutes. 

“The arrest was made after I pho¬ 
tographed her while waiting as she

spoke to a colleague on the phone,” 
he wrote. 

Mr Turner was initially stopped by 
two men in the High Street saying 
they were from Medway Council. 
They called the community officers 
who arrested him for being a poten¬ 
tial terrorist. 

Mr Turner was searched before 
being ‘de-arrested’. 

He said the female officer said she 
was “intimidated” by Mr Turner’s 
size - he is 5ft llins tall and weighs 
about 12 stone. 

Afterwards, he wrote: “She offered a 
verbal apology. I asked if I was free to 
continue to take pictures in the High 
Street, she informed me I was.” 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn 
Thomas said: “Our officers are 
extremely vigilant and their primary 
concern is the safety of the public. 

“A police officer responded to a 
report concerning a man who was tak¬ 
ing photographs of buildings and peo¬ 
ple in Chatham town centre. 

“When challenged by the police 
officer the man refused to give per¬ 
sonal details.” 

After Mr Turner complained, Kent 
Police referred the matter to the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission, which has sent it back 
the Kent Police for investigation.

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Swine flu not cause of 
seven-year-old's death

Tests yet to find 
reason boy died

A SEVEN-year-old Medway school¬ 
boy who passed away last week 
died of natural causes, it has been 
confirmed. 

The Strood youngster - who has not been 
named - was initially thought to have contract¬ 
ed the deadly swine flu virus. 

National newspapers reported that a 
Medway boy had become one of the youngest 
children to die from the lethal H1N1 strain. 

But a spokesman for Medway Coroner’s 
Office confirmed that the English Martyrs’ 
Catholic Primary School pupil’s death was com¬ 
pletely unrelated to the virus. 

They said: “The only information we can give 
out at this time is that the boy’s death had 
nothing to do with swine flu. The post-mortem 
report shows he dies of natural causes.” 

The boy’s death created an outpouring of grief 
from his fellow pupils, parents, teachers and 
the wider community. 

Comments posted on our website include: 
“This little boy was in the same class as my son 
and I can't express enough my sincere condo¬ 


lences to his family. He was much loved and is 
missed by his classmates.” 

Medway Council’s children and adult services 
director Rose Collinson held a press conference 
outside the council’s Chatham headquarters on 
Friday - three days after the young pupil is 
thought to have died. 

She said: “Our first thoughts are with the boy, 
his family an d all of his friends. We want to 
make sure his family have privacy to grieve. 

“The Health Protection Agency has said the 
earliest indications are that he did not die of 
swine flu. We simply do not know the cause of 
death and cannot speculate at this time. 

“It is my understanding that he did not feel 


well at school on Tuesday and that he died 
quite suddenly. 

“As soon as the school heard of his death the 
entire school community was informed. 

“The school remained open as normal, as was 
the advice from the HPA. Their investigation 
into the boy’s death is incomplete.” 

Yvonne Doyle, regional director of public 
health, NHS South East Coast, added: “We are 
aware of the case of a seven-year-old who died 
on Tuesday. The child was admitted to hospital. 
The cause of death has not been confirmed and 
we are awaiting test results.” 

A remembrance Mass was held at the English 
Martyrs Roman Catholic Church yesterday.

‘We had 70 new Kent business exhibitors 
this year and many did good trade and have 
already booked to return next summer. We 
have improved the traffic problems and we 
will do more for the future.”

People visit The 
Strand in their thousands over the summer 
months, so we’re really pleased that children 
and adults alike will be able to enjoy the sand 
there this year.” 

Cllr Cathy Sutton added: “The council used 
to arrange for sand to be dropped off at the 
Strand every year but this policy ended a long 
time ago. 

“It’s great that we’re able to provide a bit of 
fun for families, especially given that many 
people are struggling through the recession 
and may be cutting back on day trips to the 
coast this year.”

Tell us a little about yourself. 


A I’m a third-year drama and theatre studies 
student, although I have currently taken a 
year out of my four-year course to fill the role 
of vice president (Sports) at Kent Union and 
vice president (Kent) for UMSA - the 
Universities at Medway Students Association.

What is UMSA and what does it do? 


A UMSA is the students’ organisation for the 
Universities of Greenwich, Kent, 
Canterbury Christ Church and Mid Kent 
College at the shared Universities at the 
Medway campus in Chatham Maritime. 

The Association provides representation, 
activities and wide-ranging services to its 
9,000 students and is the fastest growing stu¬ 
dent organisation in the UK.

What are the highlights of UMSA's calendar? 


A Key events in the UMSA calendar include 
the Medway Boat Race, which sees teams 
from all three universities go head-to-head on 
the water. 

To see who’s the best on dry land we have 
Medway Varsity, which sees teams from the 
Canterbury and Greenwich campuses com¬ 
pete with us in Medway. 

Other events include Welcome Week, in 
which UMSA welcomes all the new students 
to the campus and the community by provid¬ 
ing activities, tours and help moving in. 

Q How good is the relationship between each university 
associated with UMSA? 

A All of the Universities fully support the 
Association and the Association acts as the 
body that pulls all the institutions together. 

There is a lot of banter between students on 
the Medway campus, where all students 
embrace in rivalry between the universities. 

But if you ask a student studying at the 
Medway campus which University they go, 
many will say 'Medway’, showing just how 
close the students from each institution are. 


Q What are the advantages of UMSA as opposed to being 
fully independent? 

A The Association is run by the students at 
Medway for the students at Medway; how¬ 
ever the campus and the partnership are still 
young, and are still learning. 

Being a partnership organisation between 
the other universities student unions means 
the UMSA can draw on the best bits of each 
partner and apply it to the Medway campus - 
maximising the benefits to students.

A WOMAN lost her 22-year battle 
with cancer just two days before she 
was due to run the Race for Life. 

Tragic Marie Twyman died on July 10, aged 
just 29, yet her friends still managed to don 
1980s gear and run the event in her honour. 

Marie was initially diagnosed with cancer at 
the age of seven and had an operation to 
remove a tumour from her shoulder. 

But after going to Portugal to work as a holi¬ 
day rep in her early 20s she began suffering 
blinding headaches and had to return home. 

She was diagnosed with a brain tumour and 
breast cancer and for the past five years had 
been undergoing constant treatment. 

Her best friend, Clare Cockell, 27, who is 
manager of The Reef spa and salon in Gabriels 
Hill, Maidstone, said: “Marie and I went to col¬ 
lege in Canterbury together. 

“She was fine up until she became a holiday 
rep, when she started getting headaches and 
had to come home. She found out she had a 
brain tumour in 2004 and had to have three 
operations. 

“She also got breast cancer, which they could¬ 
n’t treat until they had finished treating the 
brain tumour. It was hard for her. Her mum 
had cancer, too, and didn’t die that long ago. 

“The doctors told her they couldn’t get all of it, 
but she remained positive. 

“She had the last operation in March this 
year, and we had planned to do the Race for Life 
in Heme Bay, but four weeks ago she couldn’t 
use her left side. 

“I saw her two or three weeks ago and when 


she got out of bed she fell over and was slurring. 
Even then she was still happy, but it became 
obvious she wasn’t going to be able to mn the 
race. Marie had always done the Race for Life 
with her mum and I have done it with her for 
the last three years. She loved it and couldn’t 
stop talking about this year’s race. 

“She was saying she’d do it even if we had to 
push her round, but she never got the chance.” 

Single Marie died at the Pilgrims Hospice in 
her home city of Canterbury. Her friends - 
including Clare, her mum Annette, 50, and fel¬ 
low Reef worker Jemma Haywood, 23 - ran the 


race and raised more than £1,000 for Cancer 
Research UK. Clare said: “The donations and 
support have been truly amazing. When I first 
set up our fundraising page I set the target at 
£1,000 and I remember Marie saying, "You’ve 
set a really high target’, so I changed it to £500. 

“I am so pleased we have now reached that 
high target for her. She deserves it as she was 
such an inspiration. 

""She always had a smile on her face, no mat¬ 
ter what. She will be hugely missed.”

Force backs 
recruitment 
of gypsies to 
end mistrust 

GYPSIES and travellers are being 
recruited by Kent Police to ensure the 
force represents the community it serves. 

Officers believe that by giving jobs to 
people from the minority group they will 
be able to smooth what is often a rocky 
relationship between the two sides. 

However, some are concerned tick-box 
targets could lower standards if vacancies 
are given to gypsies and travellers rather 
than the best candidates. 

Earlier this year a report by the 
Association of Police Authorities (APA) 
suggested forces should seek to recruit 
from under-represented groups. 

Assistant Chief Constable of Kent 
Police Allyn Thomas said: “We seek to 
recruit as widely as possible and welcome 
applicants from all ethnic backgrounds. 

Legitimacy 

“We have a gypsy and traveller action 
group which advises us. Recruiting offi¬ 
cers from a variety of ethnic groups 
enhances the legitimacy of policing in the 
eyes of those communities.” 

The initiative has been backed by cam¬ 
paigners for travellers’ equality, including 
the Canterbury Gypsy Support Group. 

Vice-chairman Joe Jones said it was 
important his people were given the same 
career opportunities, but didn’t think 
there would be a rush to sign up. 

He said: ‘"Gypsies and travellers are far 
from being policed in the real sense. The 
only time we meet is when our camps are 
raided or we are being made to move on. 

“We are the most misunderstood group 
of people in the British Isles and nobody 
really cares about us, but by the police 
looking to recruit us it shows that we 
have finally arrived in society.”

CALLS are growing for a univer¬ 
sal kerbside recycling scheme to 
be provided across the county. 

At the moment provision is patchy, with 
each of the 12 district and borough councils 
and Medway’s unitary authority offering a 
different service. 

Kent County Council has said that current 
provision “could be better” and is asking 
residents for their views about a countywide 
doorstep recycling scheme. 

Steve Dawe, spokesman for the Green 
Party in Kent, said: “It remains a major prob¬ 
lem to get councils to collect glass and plas¬ 
tics. They talk about it not being economical, 
but if it was done on a larger scale it would 
justify the cost. 

“Sharing between councils would not only 
increase the percentage of recycling to a high¬ 
er level for households and businesses, there 
would also be more jobs in these areas. If 
every local council did the same, then it would 
generate 50,000 more jobs across the county.” 

Dumped 

Rubbish that is not recycled is dumped in 
landfill sites, except in Ashford, Maidstone, 
Sevenoaks, Swale, Tonbridge and Tunbridge 
Wells, where it is taken to the Energy From 
Waste Plant at Allington. There it is burnt to 
produce power for the National Grid. 

We asked each local authority in the county 
responsible for kerbside recycling collections to 
provide details about its services. Most collect a 
good variety of paper and cardboard waste 
from householders’ doorsteps. 

However, Ashford council does not take 
shredded paper, envelopes with windows and 
coloured shiny leaflets because they can’t be 
turned into newsprint when they are taken to 
Aylesford Newsprint, near Maidstone. 

Ashford residents also do not get their plas¬ 
tics picked up at the kerbside due to expense, 
although the council does collect glass. 

Several councils provide ‘co-mingled’ 
schemes where all recyclables are put in

the same bin or bag. Residents do not have to 
sort their recycling, but critics of the scheme 
say more energy is used than in pre-sorted 
schemes because of the machines used to sep¬ 
arate the waste. 

There are also concerns that paper collected 
in the same container as plastic bottles and 
metal cans is contaminated by food and liquid 
waste - making it unusable for recycling. 

A Sevenoaks council spokesman said in 
some areas participation in the recycling 
scheme was as high as 93-100 per cent. 

“Some 24 tonnes of recycling sacks from the 
council were recently audited to determine 
the breakdown of materials in them,” he said. 

“The audit found that less than half of one 
per cent (0.375 per cent) of the contents were 
materials that could not be recycled.” 

Dover council provides a ‘sorted’ scheme with 
different boxes for different waste. 

A spokesman said: “Collecting paper and 
cardboard separate from plastics, glass and 
cans enables the collection of clean paper and 
cardboard that can be sold easily.” 

Most of the councils have decided recycling 
more plastics other than bottles was com¬ 
mercially unviable, and most charge for the 
collection of garden waste. 

Tunbridge Wells council launched a kerb- 
side service to collect plastic bottles on July 3. 

A spokeswoman said: “Plastic bottles are a 
good clean material more readily marketed in 
the UK for recycling. If we collect mixed plas¬ 


tics the markets are not so readily available. 
There are higher sorting and cleansing costs, 
often resulting in a product for which there 
are limited markets.” 

Residents recycled 47 per cent of their 
waste last year, she said. 

In Tonbridge and Mailing residents recycled 
and composted 46 per cent of waste collected. 


Nick Chard, KCC’s cabinet member for the 
environment and waste, said: “We have got to 
look at how we can improve recycling and get 
really good value for money. 

“A lot of saving could be made on the total 
cost of waste if we were more joined up 
between districts and county. It is a good 
service at the moment, but it could be better.”

RAINHAM School for Girls shows 
signs of improvement, according 
to Ofsted inspectors. 

The Derwent Way secondary school was 
rated as level three satisfactory, but notably 
displayed good capacity to continue to 
improve. 

Ofsted’s Joan Greenfield wrote: “The 
school’s overall effectiveness is satisfactory. It 
is an improving school and several aspects of 
its work are good. 

“Standards are improving and are now 
closer to the national average than in previ¬ 
ous years. The GCSE examination results in 
2008 were below average but the school’s 
tracking information shows that students 
are on course to do better this year, especial¬ 
ly for the proportion attaining A* to C grades 
and when English and mathematics are 
included. 

“The quality of teaching is satisfactory and 
not quite as strong as the school considers it 
to be. 

“Senior leaders are focusing well on raising 
standards and improving students’ achieve¬ 
ment further. Many initiatives are proving to 
be successful, although they are not always 
tied closely enough together to ensure maxi¬ 
mum impact.” 

Mrs Greenfield’s report 
lists a number of areas 
where the school needs to 
make improvements. 

Teachers were advised to 
give students greater chal¬ 
lenges to accelerate their 
progress. 

The school also needs to 
involve students actively in 
working with others, check 
their progress systemati¬ 
cally in lessons and ensure 
that marking consistently 
helps them to improve 
their work. 

It is also essential that the school sharpens 
its monitoring systems to judge the impact of 
initiatives more effectively and accurately in 
order to inform subsequent action. 

Headteacher Jacquie Dunn said: “Areas 
that need attention have already been iden¬ 
tified and action plans are under way. 

“Our focus now is on ensuring more stu-

dents get higher grades and even better 
results overall without losing our sense of 
community and all the opportunities which 
help our students achieve personal success 
and fulfilment in life.” 

Medway Council’s chil¬ 
dren’s services boss Les 
Wicks, said: “This is very 
clearly a steadily improv¬ 
ing school. It already has 
good areas and a very 
sound base for adding to its 
successes.” 

Medway’s director of chil¬ 
dren and adult services 
Rose Collinson said: “This 
is an encouraging report 
which highlights that 
Rainham Girls is an 
improving and inclusive 
school led by a headteacher 
and a team committed to ensuring that 
‘every young person matters’ happens in 
practice. 

“I am pleased to see that the standards 
within the school are continuing to improve 
and I have great faith that the headteacher 
and the staff will continue to secure further 
improvements.”

TALENTED teenagers looking for work in 
Medway and Maidstone are being encour¬ 
aged to apply for a range of apprenticeship 
positions at MidKent College. 

The college, which already trains nearly 
300 externally employed workers through 
its apprenticeship scheme, has now com¬ 
mitted to increasing the number of its 
internal apprenticeship posts to ten 
before the end of this month.

Dad of two Gary Wright asks why do so many parents feel they must buy extra tuition for their children? 



What tutoring is teaching us 
about our education system 


SO 25 per cent of children in our 
county are receiving extra tutoring 
away from their regular school. 

Think about that for a minute, one in four 
kids do not get a proper education under our 
existing system, or so their parents believe. 

A huge number of those children of course 
will be the poor souls who receive external 
tutoring just so that they can pass the 11-plus. 

Then of course when they get to the gram¬ 
mar school that their parents have chosen 
many of those tutored kids will spend the next 
five years struggling to keep up. They’ll proba¬ 
bly need extra tuition while they’re there. 

I was actually more disturbed to discover chil¬ 
dren as young as four were receiving tutoring. 

Make no mistake there’s something not 
right with the world of education and I think 
it’s the parents who bear a lot of the blame. 

The headmaster of The Skinners School in 
Tunbridge Wells explained that of the 115 boys 
he takes in each year, he still carries out anoth¬ 
er test to find out who ‘needs additional support’. 


So, in one of the county’s top grammar schools 
- apparently some parents are tutoring smart 
kids so that they get better results so they can 
get into a better grammar - admits the boys who 
arrive may not actually be the cream of the crop. 

But I bet the parents are still so proud that 
their offspring is going to the right school, even 
though he (or she) is going to spend the next five 
years struggling and probably hating school for 
that reason. This is wrong for many reasons. 

Firstly, tutored, average student X will have 
taken a place that could have gone to untu¬ 
tored, gifted pupil Y. That irritates me a lot. 

Secondly, tutoring is available to those who 
have the cash and therefore it does reinforce a 
have-and-have-not society (though I also 
accept that many parents make financial sac¬ 
rifice to pay for the tutor too). 

Thirdly, there’s the issue of the tutors them¬ 
selves. Most arrangements are private so it 
means there is no need for tutors to undergo the 
normal police checks that teachers must have. 

But no one is going to stop external tutoring 
happening, and here’s why: 


Teachers might not like the thought that 
some of their class are receiving outside help, 
but if it improves the results of‘their’ children, 
they’re not going to complain are they? 

Our county council will not want to change 
the tutor system either. If they did, parents 
might expect standards in the classroom to go 
up - more one-to-one, that kind of thing - 
which would mean more money and resources. 

So, a council that sometimes struggles to give 
proper support to dyslexic children (I have per¬ 
sonal experience of the difficulty in getting a 
child statemented), might believe it is better to 
let an army of tutors, paid for direct by parents, 
lift the educational standards of a county. 

And finally, well meaning but misguided par¬ 
ents will always want to spend money on their 
children’s education. For many it saves them 
having to spent time reading with their kids.

Migrants bring skills 
the UK sorely lacks 

Recent figures suggest racist attacks 
and abuse in schools in Medway 
have not been rising as quickly as 
those in Kent. 

This is heartening. It was also 
very encouraging that Chatham 
played host to the very successful 
Love Music, Hate Racism festival in 
May this year, at which Hazel Dawe, 
chairwoman of Kent and Medway 
Green Party, spoke. 

But the results of the European 


elections, while very good for the 
Green Party, were in part depress¬ 
ing because of votes given to politi¬ 
cal parties which are obsessed with 
cutting or stopping immigration. 

Where does opposition to immigra¬ 
tion stop short of racism? Does it 
ever? In fact, all over Europe votes 
were cast for such parties of the 
right in alarming numbers. Since 
5.5 million UK citizens live abroad, 
any halt to immigration could easily 
lead to retaliatory action against 
them. 

Since we are seriously short of 
many skills in this country, stopping 
immigration would be damaging to 
our society and economy. 

Whether some people like it or 
not, being part of the European 
Union allows us to draw upon peo¬ 
ple with skills which we simply do 
not have in this country in sufficient 
numbers.

Magical superstar - or 
just a normal teenager?

AN EARNEST young actor bursts 
into the room, grabs my hand in a 
shake and says: “Hi, Fm Daniel”. 

But he doesn’t need to make an introduction. 

Daniel Radcliffe has one of the most recog¬ 
nised faces in the world thanks to a certain 
boy wizard named Harry Potter. 

In fact, after seven years playing JK 
Rowling’s creation there can’t be many places 
where the 19-year-old isn’t known. 

Dressed simply in a red shirt and jeans, 
Daniel scans the hotel suite in London with 
curiosity But once he starts talking about 
something, the words just flow in a torrent of 
excitement. 

Harry Potter And The Half-Blood Prince, the 
sixth film in the highly successful franchise, 
once again pits Harry and his faithful side- 
kicks Ron Weasley (Rupert Grint) and 
Hermione Granger (Emma Watson) against 
dark forces. 

With the evil Voldemort on the rise, the stu¬ 
dents at Hogwarts have to be ever more vigi¬ 
lant about who is among them. 

Returning teacher Professor Horace 
Slughorn (Jim Broadbent) provides Harry 
with valuable knowledge about his former 
pupil Tom Riddle, a boy who would grow up to 
become a threat to the wizarding world. 

There’s also romance in the air, as Ron gets 
a new girlfriend, making Hermione jealous, 
and Harry kisses Ron’s sister Ginny (Bonnie 
Wright) for the first time. 

“It was weird, because I’ve known Bonnie 
since she was nine. When Katie Leung was 
brought in to play Cho (Harry’s first love), we 
all knew she was going to be the love interest, 
but with Bonnie as Ginny, she was just

brought in to play Ron’s little sister, so it was 
kind of odd kissing her.” 

That said, Daniel claims he wasn’t nervous 
about the scene. Partly because he had just 
been performing in a West End and Broadway 
production of Seventies play Equus, which 
involved getting his clothes off every night. 

For all the fame and money - he reported¬ 
ly signed a contract worth more than £25m 
for the final Harry Potter films - Daniel’s 
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a normal, if fairly intellectual, teenager. 

During breaks from filming, he and Rupert 
play table tennis, or watch daytime TV and old 
war movies. He writes poetry in his spare time 
and stays in touch via letters. 

Daniel and his co-stars are a few months 
into a 19-month shoot for the seventh and 
eighth films. The final book, Harry Potter And 
The Deathly Hallows, has been split into two. 

In his first post-Potter role, he’s set to play 
photographer Dan Eldon, who was killed in 
Somalia, aged 22, in The Journey Is The 
Destination - funding permitting. 

“It is a long way off at the moment, but it’s 
potentially a very exciting thing for me.”

History rises from desert sands

THERE’S more to Egypt than the 
Pyramids of Giza and a trip deep 
into the western desert reveals one 
of its less well-known treasures. 

A three-hour drive south from the coastal town 
of Marsa Matruh, and 350 miles south-west of 
bustling Cairo, Siwa Oasis is a dust-coloured set¬ 
tlement that has changed little in centuries. 

But the ‘oasis of a million palm trees’ is more 
than a patch of green in an expanse of sandy 
desert. It boasts several ancient ruins, includ¬ 
ing the Temple of the Oracle linked to 
Alexander the Great and its own ‘mountain of 
the dead’ containing ancient tombs. 

The palm trees which give the city its name 
and are so important to the area that they can¬ 
not be chopped down. 

As a result, our hotel had several trees pro¬ 
truding through the dining room and up into the 
terrace where they cast a welcome shadow from 
the sun. 

Unlike the Western bustle of Cairo, Siwa is a 
traditional place - the women are totally cov¬ 
ered in public and there isn’t a drop of alcohol 
to buy. However, they don’t mind if you bring 
your own. 

We headed out of town to see some of the 
places originally settled by the Bedouin before 
they moved into Siwa, as well as the salt lakes 
and springs which rise like mirages out of the 
desert. 

One of the highlights of the trip was the 
desert safari, where we stopped at an oasis 
lake for a swim, before heading to a part of the 
desert littered with the fossils of seashells dat¬ 
ing back millions of years to when the Sahara 
was at the bottom of the sea. 

We also went to Giza, where the crowds of 
tourists, the camel-ride salesmen and the 


security searches are as much a part of the 
experience as the Pyramids themselves. 

Our Egyptologist guide dismissed a number 
of the theories about the Pyramids - including 
the belief they were built by slaves - but told 
us their dimensions were perfect for with¬ 
standing earthquakes. 


We got a chance to see belly dancing and 
whirling dervishes on a Nile cruise, which fab¬ 
ulously showed off the capital city by night. 

It was a world away from the donkey carts and 
sunsets over the desert of Siwa, and hard to 
believe the two places were part of the same 
country - and the one trip.

Lender offers 125% to 
tackle negative equity 

THE Nationwide Building Society is 
offering a 125 per cent mortgage, but it 
is only available to existing customers 
in negative equity who want to move 
house. 

The UK’s largest building society said 
it was a “niche offer” and not everyone in 
negative equity will be eligible. 

These types of loans have been criti¬ 
cised in the past, and since the credit 
crunch have been withdrawn from the 
market altogether. 

They were available at the height of 
the property boom and borrowers were 
immediately placed in negative equity 
once house prices began their descent. 

The Financial Services Authority is 
considering restricting mortgage loans 
to 100 per cent of a property’s value. 

Meanwhile, under the Nationwide’s 
new offer, borrowers would take out a 
loan for 95 per cent of the value of their 
new property at a fixed rate of 6.73 per 
cent for three years or 7.48 per cent for 
five years. 

The interest rates for the additional 
borrowing, up to another 30 per cent, 
rise to 7.23 per cent and 7.98 per cent 
respectively. 

First-time buyers get 
cash help from parents 

CASH gifts and loans from parents 
and other family members are boosting 
the housing market for young first-time 
buyers. 

Data from the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders says 80 per cent of first-time 
buyers under the age of 30 are likely to 
have received help from parents to make 
the 25 per cent downpayment now 
required by the majority of lenders, the 
council says. 

In 2006, this figure was about 40 
per cent. 

However, figures are still down on sim¬ 
ilar statistics for 12 months ago, despite 
the rally. 

Some 14,000 loans to buy homes were 
made to first-time buyers in May, up 2 
per cent from April but still almost 30 
per cent down on May 2008. 

However, the data also suggests that 
lenders are no longer tightening their 
criteria when it comes to putting out 
money, a trend which has been evident 
since late last year. 

Average loans to first-time buyers 
were almost three times income in 
May, the same as April, according to the 
findings. 



Recovery hindered 
by under-valuations 



OBSTACLE: Lenders' surveyors have been accused of 
under-valuing property to restrict lending

PEOPLE looking to buy a new 
home are being thwarted by banks 
offering mortgages below the 
builder’s asking price, two of the 
country’s largest homebuilders 
claim. 

Barratt Developments and Redrow have 
accused banks of stalling the housing market’s 
recovery by downgrading their valuations on 
new properties in a bid to restrict lending. 

The activity means that househunters have 
to come up with more cash than they would 
normally need to complete purchases. 

Redrow said the “widespread practice of 
downvaluation by surveyors representing 
mortgage lenders” posed a “major obstacle to 
the recovery of the housing market”. 

Having agreed a price with the prospective 
buyer, Redrow said deals were then being 
undermined when surveyors valued the 
homes at less than the asking price. 

This meant that potential buyers could only 
get a mortgage for the valuation price, leaving 
them to either come up with a larger deposit or 
pull out of the sale. 

Redrow, which saw completed sales slide 46 
per cent to 2,113 in the 12 months to the end 
of June, blamed the gap in valuation for about 
two-thirds of its cancellation rate of 20 per 
cent as potential buyers were forced to give up 
on buying the property. 

Steve Morgan, company chairman, said: “It’s 
not happening all the time, but there are too 
many incidents of it. We’re seeing a tremen¬ 
dous discrepancy over valuation.” 

Newly-built houses can be more expen¬ 
sive compared with older houses, but a 
Redrow spokesman said there were cost 
savings associated with newer homes, such 


as included energy efficiency. The concern 
was echoed by Mark Clare, chief executive 
of Barratt Developments, who said the 
policy was creating a “two-scheme mortgage 
sector”. 

“Someone who has equity or savings might 
be able to manage, but a first-time buyer 
might be left in a situation where they can’t 
proceed,” he said. 

He added that one of the key problems 
was surveyors comparing a new-build to an 
older house. 

'We’re not asking for new-builds to be valued 
at a premium, but for them to be valued appro¬ 
priately,” said Mr Clare. “If we can’t get the 
right price, we will remarket the property.” 

Mr Clare added that the current situation 
was more buoyant and “dramatically differ¬ 
ent” to the autumn, when the company was 
trying to reduce stock and had to take what 
was being offered. 

“We’re now building to order,” he said. 

Barry Hall, of the Royal Institute of 
Chartered Surveyors, said the initial builder’s 
price was not necessarily a market valuation. 

“If a surveyor values the house at less than 
the asking price, that’s presented as a down- 
valuing, but that’s a myth,” he said. 

He added that there was “nothing wrong” 
with lenders asking surveyors asked to value 
a house as second-hand rather than new, but 
added he was “not convinced” that the lender 
always made this clear to the buyer. 

Mr Hall said there had been problems in 
the past with housebuilders adding incentives 
to the cost of a new house such as fitted 
carpets or a year’s free groceries, masking the 
real price. 

A spokesman for the Home Builders 
Federation said: “There is an issue with valua¬ 
tions and it’s a concern to the industry. 

“We are trying to work with the lenders, 
their representatives and the Government to 
find ways to improve the situation.” 


Signs of growing confidence 


OPTIMISM in the housing market is rising in 
the South East as potential buyers continue to 
show interest, according to the Royal Institute 
of Chartered Surveyors. 

A survey for June found that confidence is 
returning, thanks to a rise in price expecta¬ 
tions, supported by low levels of stocks on sur¬ 
veyors’ books and increasing buyer enquiries. 

Evidence that activity in the housing market 
is picking up, albeit from very low levels, has 
increased surveyor optimism. 

The net balance of surveyors in the region 


expecting price increases rose, with 29 per 
cent expecting house prices to rise, compared 
with a negative reading of five per cent in May. 

The rise in optimism has been driven by the 
continuing upturn in buyer enquiries and 
falling levels of fresh supply. 

The survey also contains more definitive 
signs that the rebound in enquiries is now 
feeding thorough into increased transactions. 

Sales rose again, with the average numbers 
of properties sold over the past three months 
rising to 12.7, up from 11.7 in May. 


Jeremy Leaf, RICS South East spokesman, 
said: “Although the market is showing signs of 
improvement, it is unlikely that there will be a 
sustained recovery while mortgage lenders 
remain risk-adverse. 

“A lack of supply on the market is providing 
a platform for modest price increases. 

“While supply remains tight, the market is 
likely to show tentative signs of progress, but 
instructions are starting to increase and will 
dampen any serious improvement while eco¬ 
nomic conditions remain uncertain.”

extra motive power to the rear end. 

A high lift tailgate accesses a huge boot with 
deep underfloor storage; fold the rear seats 
and you can cram the car to its high roofline - 
Kia claims it will take two mountain bikes. 

The Soul is a deceptively tidy drive too with 
good levels of grip and a sporty nature yet 
decent ride, all helped by a wide track and 
long wheelbase. 

You get the 4x4 high driving position and 
image without the heaviness and wallowing 
on the comers. 

Engine choice is a 1.6-litre petrol or diesel 
with 124 and 126bhp respectively. The latter is 
smoother with more low-down punch and 
should average at least lOmpg more than its 
petrol sister.

However, the diesel option adds a grand to 
the price of whichever model you choose.

LYNDON Lockhart’s rapid century main¬ 
tained Lordswood’s procession to the 
Division One title as Orpington were beat¬ 
en by 83 runs at Martin Grove. 

Lockhart’s 108 came from just 107 balls and helped 
the hosts to a total which was well beyond the relega¬ 
tion-threatened visitors.

When you're cooking on a 
barbecue, make sure you: 


19. Place your barbecue on a level 
surface, away from plants and 
trees. 


20. Cover the bottom of your 
barbecue with coal to a depth 
of no more than 5cm (2in). 


21. Use only recognised firelighters 
or starter fuel, and then only on 
cold coals. 



22. Wait until coals are glowing red 
with a powdery grey surface 
before you start cooking. 

23. Wash your hands every time you 
touch raw meat and keep it 
separate from other foods. 

24. Properly thaw frozen meat 
before you cook it. 

25. Turn meat regularly and move 
it around the barbecue to cook 
it evenly. 

26. Remember that meat is safe to 
eat only when it is piping hot in 
the centre, there is no pink meat 
visible and the juices are clear. 

27. Keep prepared food in the 
fridge wherever possible and 
don't leave it out in the sun.

For most people, stings and bites 
from insects are painful but harmless.

33. Remove the sting as soon as 
possible with your fingers or 
tweezers. 

34. Bee stings have a poisonous sac 
so take care not to puncture it 
as you remove the sting. 

35. Wash the area with soap and 
water. 

36. Put a cold flannel on the area. 

37. Raise the part of the body that 
has been stung or bitten to 
prevent swelling. 

38. Use a spray, or cream, containing 
local anaesthetic or antihistamine 
on the affected area to help 
prevent itching and swelling. 

39. Take painkillers, such as 
paracetamol (if the sting or bite 
is very painful). 

40. Don't scratch the area, as it may 
become infected. 

41. Consult your GP if redness and 
itching does not clear up after 
48 hours.
